VIDEO OF WEEKEND ATTACK SPARKS 
DEBATE ON VIOLENCE IN BOYSTOWN

A video of a weekend fight among a crowd of 
youth in Boystown has increased community 
concerns about the number of youths gather- 
ing late night on the sidewalks and street cor- 
ners, particularly along Halsted Street. 

Some residents say crowds of young people 
have led to a jump in crime and made them 
afraid to walk the streets at night. Others 
denounce such concerns and say it’s a case 
of white residents being intolerant of 
young black people who visit the neigh- 
borhood from other parts of the city 
This debate in what has long been the 
hub of Chicago’s LGBT community

the youth or the gay youth or the gay black youth is 
totally unfair to everyone who is showing concern,” 
said John Cunningham, whose partner videotaped 
the Sunday night fight, in which a 25-year-old man 
was stabbed and hospitalized. “We want the neigh- 
borhood to be safe and friendly and a good place for 
everyone involved. Not only for those who come to 
visit but also for those of us who live here.” 

A Chicago police spokesman said Tuesday that 
the fight in the 3300 block of North Halsted Street 
still is being investigated. Witnesses told police a 
group of young people walking south on Halsted 
began yelling at two people walking north at about 
11:45 P* m * Sunday, leading to a fight that ended with 
one man stabbed multiple times. 

Police said the fight was not racially motivated and 
was primarily between two black youths. Authorities 
also said this is at least the second stabbing in that 
area in the past few weeks, though police don’t be- 
lieve the incidents were related or were hate crimes. 

Aid. Tom Tunney (44th) released a statement 
Tuesday saying that he is “extremely concerned 
about the recent attacks that have taken place in our 
neighborhood” and that police are working to put

Residents vary on assessment of crime

Some of the recent conflicts involving young peo- 
ple in Boystown led to the creation of a Facebook 
group called “Take Back Boystown,” which as of 
late Tuesday had more than 2,220 fans. 

James Tyrcha, 34, is one of those fans. He said he 
moved out of Boystown in January because he no 
longer felt safe. 

“It’s terrifying to walk down the street at all any- 
more in the evening time,” Tyrcha said. “It’s not 
about race. If they were Hispanic it would be the 
same thing. If they were white it would be the same 
thing.” 

Some believe that the influx of young people from 
other neighborhoods can be traced to youth pro- 
grams at the Center on Halsted, an LGBT commu- 


nity center. Many minority LGBT youth don’t feel 
comfortable or safe being themselves in their own 
neighborhoods, so they come to the center, which 
offers everything from a safe space to interact with 
friends to mentoring and even job-training courses. 

Modesto Valle, the center’s executive director, 
said he’s concerned about the crimes that have been 
committed but thinks it’s unfair to lump the young 
people who come to the center for help or friend- 
ship with those causing problems on the streets. 

“People are judging the book by the cover, when 
in reality many of these young people mean no 
harm,” Valle said. “If we could all come to the table 
and respect one another and hear solutions, I think 
we can get there. It’s a very complicated situation 
and it’s going to take all voices being heard.”

The trial of 25-year-old Casey 
Anthony in the death of her 2-year- 
old daughter lasted more than six 
weeks and sparked a media circus 
around Orlando, Fla. It featured al- 
legations of sexual abuse, party pho- 
tos, questions regarding Anthony’s 
competence and various theories 
on what happened to her daugh- 
ter, Cay lee, before Cay lee’s remains 
were found near her grandparents’ 
home in 2008. Here are other key

Charges 

Casey Anthony was charged with 
seven counts, including first-degree 
murder, and could have faced the 
death penalty. The jury convicted 
her on four misdemeanor counts of 
providing false information to law 
enforcement officers. 

Missing a month 

Caylee was last seen June 16, 2008, 
but was not reported missing un- 
til July 15, 2008, when Anthony’s 
mother tracked her daughter down 
and demanded answers regarding 
Caylee’s whereabouts. 

Chloroform 

Prosecutors said Anthony used 
chloroform to render her daughter 
unconscious and then duct-taped 
her mouth and nose to suffocate 
her. They alleged she put the child’s 
body in the trunk of her car before 
disposing of it. 

Alternate theory 

Defense attorneys said the child 
drowned in the Anthony’s above- 
ground pool June 16, and that 
Anthony and her father panicked 
upon finding her there and covered 
up the death. Her father denied that. 

Party photos 

According to testimony, Anthony 
was not looking for her missing child 
as she later told police. Instead, she 
moved out of her parents’ home, got 
a tattoo and went shopping, witness- 
es said. She also partied at Orlando 
nightclubs and participated in a “hot 
body” contest. The defense said 
Anthony was abused as a child and 
had been taught to conceal her pain. 

Imaginary friends 

Anthony testified about a wealthy 
suitor and a nanny, who her defense 
attorney later acknowledged were 
among a host of people she made 
up, referring to them as her “imagi- 
nary friends.” 


FRENZY OVER 
TODDLER MURDER 
CASE COMES TO A 
CLIMAX; JURY RULES 
MOM NOT GUILTY

ORLANDO, FLA. What happened to 2-year-old 
Caylee Anthony? That has been the question. 

Three years after the toddler who captivat- 
ed the world was reported missing from her 
east Orange County Fla., home, a jury decid- 
ed prosecutors failed to prove that Caylee’s 
25-year-old single mother, Casey Anthony, 
killed her. 

“Casey did not murder Caylee; it’s just that 
simple,” lead defense attorney Jose Baez said 
outside the courtroom minutes after the ver- 
dict was read. “While we are happy for Casey, 
there are no winners in this case.” 

On Tuesday, the 12-member panel rendered 
verdicts that shocked and outraged many: not 
guilty of first-degree murder. Not guilty of ag- 
gravated child abuse. Not guilty of aggravated 
manslaughter of a child. 

After deliberating for 11 hours over two 
days, the jurors, who heard from dozens of 
witnesses and saw hundreds of pieces of evi- 
dence throughout Anthony’s trial, convicted 
her of four counts of lying to law enforce- 
ment, which carry a maximum sentence of 
one year in prison per count. 

Anthony who has been jailed since Octo- 
ber 2008, will be sentenced on those charges 
at 9 a.m. Thursday 

She could walk out of the courthouse a free 
woman. 

Through their attorney, Anthony’s par- 
ents released a statement that read, in part: 
“While the family may never know what has 
happened to Caylee Marie Anthony, they now 
have closure for this chapter of their life. They 
will now begin the long process of rebuilding 
their lives.” 

The verdict is a stunning victory for Baez, 
who was a relatively unknown lawyer until 
Anthony retained him. Outside the court- 
room, Baez spoke briefly and said now is the 
time for Anthony to “grieve and grow, and 
somehow get her life back together.” 

But before Baez took the microphone, de- 
fense attorney Cheney Mason addressed the 
crowd of reporters in a packed room in the 
Orange County Courthouse. 


“I hope that this is a lesson to those of you 
that have indulged in media assassination the 
last three years,” Mason said. “Fm disgusted 
by some of the lawyers ... getting on television 
and talking about cases they don’t know a damn 
thing about. ... Nowyou’ve learned your lesson.” 

Soon after, State Attorney Lawson Lamar 
held a news conference across the street from 
the courthouse, surrounded by the investiga- 
tive and trial teams. 

He said his team felt “disappointed with 
the verdict today and surprised, because we 
know the facts.” 

Outside the courthouse in the moments 
leading up to the verdict, crowds swarmed 
the courthouse doors and sprawling court- 


yard. Dozens of people crowded into a cafe 
and overflowed out the doors at the adjacent 
public defender’s office to watch the proceed- 
ings on TV 

The cafe was silent as the verdict was read 
aloud by the court clerk. The crowd screamed 
and howled as the “not-guilty” verdicts were 
announced. The shocked spectators grew 
louder with each “not guilty” 

“I just don’t feel justice is served,” 44-year- 
old Lynda Nickerson said. “The laws need to 
be changed if people can get away with mur- 
der.” The public may never know how the jury 
came to its conclusion. 

The panel declined an offer to speak to 
the media after the verdict. The judge in the

case signed an order barring the release of their 
names, even though in Florida, juror identities 
usually are released at the conclusion of a trial. 

Russell Huekler, also known as juror No. 14, 
told CNN on Tuesday evening by phone that the 
prosecution did not prove its case. Because he 
was an alternate juror, he was not in the delibera- 
tions room and was not privy to how the jurors 
reached their decision. 

Huekler, who was one of the final jurors picked 
in May told lawyers he was neutral on the death 
penalty but probably would have voted against it. 
He was eager to serve on the jury 

“The big question that was not answered {was} 
how did Caylee die?” Huekler said. 

That remains unknown. 


MOST DEFINITELY MADE FOR TV 

The Casey Anthony trial is a made-for-TV court case-and 
broadcast and cable news outlets are scrambling to capitalize 
on the frenzy. According to variety.com, a number of outlets- 
with Fox News leading the charge-already started airing spe- 
cials on the case Tuesday night, in addition to continuing cover- 
age of the verdict through primetime hours. 

On the docket for the rest of the week: CBS’ “48 Hours: 
Mystery,” ABC’s “Nightline” and NBC’s “Dateline” all have hour- 
long specials looking back at the trial and forward to the sen- 
tencing, Variety reports.

‘A shock to everyone* 

Man, 29, found dead in Lake Michigan after falling from boat

Rich Gierut held out hope when he heard 
that his nephew was missing after appar- 
ently falling from a boat into Lake Michi- 
gan. 

“He was in 
real good shape. 

He worked out 
and everything,” 

Gierut said of his 
29 -year-old neph- 
ew, Christopher 
Szmajlo. “We had 
hopes when they 
were looking for him that he would some- 
how make it to shore.” 

Police and firefighters looked for hours 
overnight before finally suspending their 
search at the mouth of the Chicago River. 
Minutes after divers returned Tuesday 
morning, they found Szmajlo’s body in 


about 30 feet of water. 

“This was real tragic,” Gierut said. “This 
is a shock to everyone.” 

A man on another boat said he saw 
Szmajlo come up for a last gasp of air be- 
fore he disappeared into the dark waters. 

Darryl Merschak said he was slowly mo- 
toring his sailboat from Monroe Harbor 
to the lighthouse off Navy Pier following 
Fourth of July fireworks when he and two 
passengers saw someone just below the 
surface of the water. 

“We couldn’t believe what we saw He 
was just under the surface, and for a brief 
moment the man came up long enough to 
gasp before going down again. We were 
about 25 feet away at the time,” Merschak 
said. 

“We tried to get a lifesaver to him, but 
he was already under,” he said. 

Merschak said he radioed the Marine 


Unit on the boat’s emergency channel. 

“In the first two minutes a police 
boat was there, and within five minutes of 
that, five boats and a police helicopter,” he 
said. 

A friend said Szmajlo was a musician 
who regularly posted songs on YouTube. 

“He was into martial arts and passion- 
ate about music,” the friend said in a tele- 
phone interview “He was talented and ar- 
tistic and all his songs were good. He was a 
good guy. He always wanted to have a fun 
time. His parents are really nice. It’s really 
tough.” 

Szmajlo posted 20 videos on TouTube, 
most recently original acoustic songs “Bar- 
gain” and “365” on May 21. Szmajlo, who 
performed under the name “Chris Shmay” 
also posted covers of Pearl Jam songs.

For one so unassuming, Dave Matthews, who will headline each of the 
Caravan’s three nights with his namesake band, sure draws an un- 
healthy amount of ire (Googling “Dave Matthews Band sucks” returns 
more than 60,400 results). True, this can feel deserved when the group 
plays to its worst tendencies and locks into overheated, unfocused jams, 
but few acts on this bill offer the same potential to surprise. 


DRIVE-BY TRUCKERS 


The Southern rockers, always a ferocious live act, splin- 
tered off in new musical directions on their 
latest album, “Go-Go Boots,” balancing 
country-ish tunes with comparatively 
swinging murder ballads steeped in 
Muscle Shoals soul. 


Anyone who misses the Polyphonic Spree should check 
out this L.A.-based hippie-folk ensemble, which doles 
out good vibes and joyous, orchestral tunes in equal 
measure. 


Though just 27 years old, the Texas-born bluesman is 
no stranger to the spotlight, having already performed 
alongside the likes of B.B. King, Eric Clapton and Buddy 
Guy at the 2010 Crossroads Guitar Festival. 


The New Flampshire-born singer-songwriter might look 
like a Civil War-era soldier in recent press photos, but 
his whisper-soft songs are far removed from the battle- 
field, reveling instead in those quiet moments shared 
between intimates.

Jennifer Lim on Facebook 
networking, communism 
and sounding like Jet Li 

By Julia Borcherts 

For I long Kong native Jennifer Lim, timing 
is everything. In “Chinglish”— the world pre- 
miere comedy by Tony Award-winner David 
Henry Hwang (“M. Butterfly”) about the cul- 
tural and linguistic complications that arise 
when an American travels to China to pitch 
a business proposal— Lim portrays Xu Tan, 
a vice minister who develops a complicated 
relationship with the American. But due to 
actors union restrictions for immigrants, 
Lim— who moved to New Tork in 2004 after 
earning her MFA at the Tale School of Dra- 
ma— wouldn’t have even been considered for 
the part had the play been developed any ear- 
lier than last year, when her green card came 
through. 

She’s since garnered rave reviews for her hi- 
larious and poignant performance in “Ching- 
lish.” We called Lim to find out more about 
the show and her road to the Goodman stage. 


How were you cast? 

I found out on Facebook from some- 
body who was helping to cast a reading 
and was looking for bilingual Mandarin 
speakers-it was a closed reading, he'd 
only written half the play. And then the 
readings became workshops, and I was 
invited back to do them. And then after 
my green card came, I was like [laughs], 
"Oh, OK, I can actually do this.” 

The play is a hit with Chicago audienc- 
es. But as someone from Hong Kong, 
how does it resonate with you? 

I think David s really nailed it. Since 
Chinas opened up, the influx of Western 
influences have started seeping in, to a 
certain degree. When I go into China for 
work or to visit, there’s always a period 
in the beginning-because I’m so blown 
away by the changes and how fast ev- 
erything is moving, especially if you’re 
in the bigger cities-you tend to forget 
that China is still a communist country. 
You’re eating and shopping and play- 
ing and then all of a sudden, you come 
across crazy censorship or somebody 
who will share their experiences with 
the Cultural Revolution. 


What surprises people most about your 
performance? 

When we do talkbacks after the show, every- 
one’s surprised to hear me speak English without 
an accent. My mother’s Korean, and my father’s 
Chinese, so English was the common language at 
home. And I went to international school growing 
up in Hong Kong. 

I remember the first couple readings that I 
did back in New York-really trying to nail that 
Mandarin accent on the English is quite tricky 
And I think I got it when a friend came to see one 
of the readings and said, "That was amazing! You 
sounded just like Jet Li!” [Laughs.] 

Where do you like to go in Chicago when 
you’re not working? 

We’ve been pretty good about checking out 
things on our day off-the architectural boat tour. 
Millennium Park, the Art Institute. A couple cast 
members discovered the bar at the Felix Hotel; 
Fridays and Saturdays, they have three-piece jazz, 
so we go there. I was also at Andy’s and it was 
fantastic! It was the last set and the musicians 
were just having a ball.
